These will be consid- 
ered again tomorrow for the purpose 
of final editing, and will probably be 
sent immediately to the Russian dele- 
gation. 

Beigium alone held out on the sec- 
tion. relating to the treatment to be 
given to the property of foreigners na- 
tionalized by the soviet government. 
This is a vital point in the proposals 
and’ has been stubbornly contested. 
France finally subscribed to the project 
proposed by Great Britain, whereby 


the use of the property will be restored 


wherever possible and in other cases 
compensation will be arranged through 
mixed arbitra] tribunals. 

Russia to Give Back 90 Per Cent. 


Belgium stood firmly for the prin- 
Giple of restitution and went on record 
as protesting, declaring that the vested 
interests of Belgians in property in 
Russia amount to $440,000,000 and that 
Belgians will never again invest in 
Russia unless restitution is made. 

During the discussion Prime Minis- 


ter Lloyd George announced that Rus- | 


gia was ready to give back 90 per cent 
of seized property, “in kind.” 
In the discussion relating to the 


treatment of foreigners, the adminis- 


tration of justice and the general lib- 


erty of foreigners to travel or engage in 


enterprises in Russia, it was decided 
to abandon those sections of the Lon- 
don experts” report which referred to 
certain measures whereby the imme- 
diate restoration .of Russia would be 
facilitated. Among the provisions in 
this report thus given up was that re- 
quiring the consul of a foreign coun- 
iry to ratify the decision in a criminal 
case affecting the citizen of the con- 
sul’s country before such decision 
could be carried out. The delegates 
agreed today that such a measure 
would be a distinct violatiog* ot Rus- 


gla’s sovereignty. 


Drop Special Workers’ Rights. ' 
Similarly, it was agreed that the 
suggestion to insist upon exceptional 
treatment and protection for foreign, 
workmen in Russia and Russian work- 
men employed. by foreign companies 
would be unjust in its operation and 
barmful to the liberty of the trades.

C. Brinkerhoff, offered to buy Wells’ 
three feet.. But he asked $1,000 for it. 
The club appealed to the city. Action 
to condemn was started, but it dragged 
along. No reason could be found for 
the delay. Some members of the as- 
sociation said yesterday the only ex-. 
cuse for delay which can be thought of 
is that some officers of the club are 
not ardent Thompson-Lundin support- 
ers. But whatever the reason, the peo- 
ple haven't the boulevard yet.

MURDER MYSTERY 
FROM PHYSICIAN 


‘Hoopeston Girl’s Death Is 


_ Near Solution. 


Hoopéston, Ill., May 1.—{Special.J— 
The Hoopeston parsonage mystery ap- 
pears to be clearing. The place where 
Gertrude Hanna took breakfast the 
morning of April 1, after she had dis- 
appeared from the home of her sister 
near Hoopeston, is known to the au- 
thorities, Sheriff Charles N. Knox ad- 
mitted tonight. This is the first trace 
of the girl that has been found be- 
tween the time she left home and the 
finding of her body four weeks later in 
the basement of the parsonage. The 
sheriff refuséd to tell where she break- 
fasted. 

State’s Attorney John H. Lewman 
tonight summoned William T. Hanna, 
the girl’s father, to Danville, where 
«conference was held in his office until 
late at night. It was said that in- 
formation had been given concerning 
a traveling doctor who had been ap- 
proached by a Hoopeston man regard- 
ing an illegal operation. ia 

Failed to Identify Wyman. 

The doctor is said to have confronted 
John C. Wyman, Gertrude’s lover, who 
was also brought to Danville, and to 
have failed to identify him. Two war- 
rants for arrest are expected to be 
issued in the case soon.
